` Witneffes, (for without that number, the 
Grand Seignor himfelf will not be credited 
in this cafe) the Jambol Effendifi immedi- 
ately fends Cryers, at whatever hour it 
happens, to proclaim thro’ the whole City, 
the Ramazan or Bairam. By which means, 
‘have feen the Mabometans whilft they 
ew been eating and drinking, fpit out what 
they have had in their mouths at the voice 
of the Cryer, and begin the Faft. If a 
cloudy Sky hinders the Moon from being 
feen, or the Meffengers are detain'd by 
the way, “а waiting the firft and fecond 
day, the Peo le are commanded to abftain 
on the third.from meat and drink, whether 
the Witneffés"are come or not. In like man- 
ner, the Faft is not ended till the fame Per- 
fons witnefs the appearance of tHe New-

Hence the common faying, Turk Muddeti 
um rinde: A Turk thro’ the whole сриг/г of 
bis life: that із, he will always Бе а clown, 
and never learn the politenefs of the 
Othmans. 

Very probably toa Reader, vers’din Hi- ' 
ftory, a doubt will herearife, fince he finds 
that Zurkifam, a Country lying between 
the Chagataian* Tartars and the Chinefe, is 
affign'd by той of the antient and modern 
Geographers for the Seat of the Turks or 
Turcomans. But as by a very grofs error, 
the Turks and Turcomans are confounded, 
Го by a no lefs miftake is Turkifian made the 
Seat of Both. This is refuted by the moft 
accurate Hiftorian Saadi, when he expref- 
ly affirms, that the Princes who from the 
Chinefe Provinces join'd Tamerlan, came 
from Turkifian. His words аге: ** Ofthe 
* Kings of Turkifian, twenty fam&is |, 
** Princes join'd their forces with Timur," - 
“ and pitch'd their Tents іп his camp.” 
But that the Turks are defcended from the 
Oguzian Tartars І (Ба! demonftrate when I 
come to fpeak of the origin óf the Othman 
Race. As for the 7: trema) to whom the 
Grand Seignor now givesqa Prince, and 
removes him at pleafure,'they. have по fuai, 
habitations, but live in Tents, (call’d Oba) "У 
and' wander up and down as far as Erzer, / 
thro’ part of Armenia major (formerly Af- 
fyria) which even now is by fome Chriftian 
Writers, call'd Turcomania, a name un- 
known to the Turki Annals. For all the 
antient Тим Hiftorians and Geographers 
call Armenia major by a fynonimous name.

~ Jf this was the cafe among the той polite 
nations of the World, what is to be ex- 
pected from Barburians, ftrangers to Іеагп- 
ig? Tho'.feon after the foundation ої 
this Empire jeveral Turkifb Writers, com-. 
osd fabuldys Hiftories, for inftance, 
hat call’d arichi Alothman, (from 
nence Ѓоте Chriflian Authors feem to 
borrow their Chronology of the Otbmans) 
they are not approved by the Turks, and 
are bitterly inveigh'd againft, in Tajut- 
tevarich. Thus we read that fome derive 
the Rife of the Zurkifh Empire from the 
downfal of the Tartarian Dominion, and 
others, from а Band of Robbers, and find 
“к very few have difcover’d the true 
rigin of the Race which now reigns.

twelve years іп а. He was fucceeded. 
(fays he) by his Son Hocatan, and he by 
Majuzchan who took Antioch from the 
Chriftians in 1260. , Majuzchan dying, He~ 
lio, and after him, in 1280, Abujaga , 
reign'd. This laft was fucceeded by Tana- 
godorus, who embracing Chriftianity, was 
call’d Nicolaus, but returning afterwards to 
bis old Superftition, took (fays he) the 
name of Mabommed. Battus was his Suca 


ceffor, but dethron'd by Cafan Son of Ar. . 
go, who about the year 1310, overran all 


Syria. After Cafan, came Carbadagrus , 
under whom the Empire of the 47475 in 
Ajia falling to decay, that of Othman was 
erected. In this feries of Tartar Kings, 
Lonicerus reckons one hundred and -eight 
years, and others ninety eight: But to pafs 
by all the forementioned Names, entirely 
unknowfh and: foreign to the Turkif? Lan- 
guage and Hiftory, it is agreed by albwho 
have left written Hiftories of the Eaftern 
Nations, that the 7ar/ariaz Princes, Suc- 
ceffors of Fengbizchan, were in the year of 
the Hejira 656, and of Chrift 1258, 


(forty-four years before Othman) fubdued ` 


by Ebubekir Son of Saadi, King of Perfia, 
and their Provinces reftor’d to the Perfian 
Monarchy , except thofe whiclr were held 
by -fome of the Satrape, who in the ex- 
pedition of the Zar/ars, took (as I have 
laid) the opportunity to fet up for them- 
felves, among whom were Aladin, Sultan 
of. Iconium, and Soliman, Grandfather of 
Othman. Hence it is evident that the Tar- 
tarian Kingdoms іп Afia were overturned 
by the Perfians long before the beginning 
of the Othman Empire, which therefore 
could not derive its Origin from thence. 


II. There are alfo other Chriflian Hifto- 
rians, who, perhaps out of envy, fay that 
Othman firit Emperor of the Turks, was a 
Man of mean Eftate, who gathering together 
a Band of Robbers and Murderers, fell 
upon his Neighbours, and by force or poli- 
cy oppreis’d all, both of his own and other

Nations. To this opinion, though it wants, 
I think, по confutation, as being in itfelf 
improbable, *twill not be amifs to oppofe 
the authority of Chalcocondylas, who al- 
moft alone of all the Greek Hiftorians that 
have writ of the Turki/b Affairs, deferves 
credit. In his firft Book Һе affirms, ** that

ПІ. Others there are who think a little 
more honorably of fo great a race, and 
grant ic was deriv’d from a noble Family 
of the Oguzian Tartars, but omitting its 
true Author, Soliman Shab Princeof Nera, 
introduce other names of Tribes unknown 
to the Turkifb Annals, as the Evrenefii, the 
Ebrenenfes, the Turacambi or Turacani, the 
: Michaloglienfes and Malcochoglienjes* ёс, &c. 
` The four firft of thefe names neither fig- 
- nify any thing etymologically, nor do I 
‘remember to have feen them in any Turk- 
if» Hiftorian, except Burenus, or as feve- 
ral read it, Ornusbee, General under Mu- 
rad I. antl the firft that was call'd Prince of 
Greece, as will appear in the following Hif- 
tory. The Families of the Michalogli and 
MalcochogG* are moft certainly private Fa- 
milies anly, and not very antient. For 
Michael Koffe was Head of the firft, who 
being related in blood to the Comnenian 
Family, and abjuring Chriftianity fled, as 
, the Тих Hiftorians fay, to them. Не 
flourifhed under Sultan Orcban, an evidence 
of which is the Stone-Bridge at Adrianople, 
built over the River Tune by his Son or 
Grandfon,* which Ё goes by the name of 
Micbalogli Kuprif, that is, the Bridge of 
Michalogli.. Of the fame original is the 
Family of the JVfalcocbogli*, whofe Author 
by the common opinion of the Turks is of 
Bulgarian or Sirbic Extra&ion, who chan- 
ging his Religion went over to them, nei- 
ther is the name of the Malcocboglians* heard 
of, but in Songs wherein the Turks ufe to 
celebrate the A&ions of Great Men. Hifto- 
ry is entirely flent about him. Не flou- 
rifh'd under Mahomet who took Conftanti- 
" nople. 


IV. Moreover, fome in numbering the 
iam Race, feign fuch unheard of 
names, that they may juftly feem barba- 
rous to the Barbarians themfelves, as, O- 
guzalpis, who, they fay, was Father to Er: 
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dogrul, and Duzalpis, Father ої Oguzalpis 
and Great Grandfather of Othman. f Others 
no lefs barbaroufly divide it into four 


Branches, the Матфисі, Candelori, Cara- - 


mani, and Otbmani. Of thefe names 
only Dwzalpis is Turkif. The Caramani, 
though very noted in the Eaft, are how- 
ever falfely numbered with the Oguzians. 
For the Founder of this Family, Carama- 
nogli, who gave his name to his Dominions 
and Race, was one of the Perfias Satrapa 
or Governors, that on Jenghizchan’s inva- 
fion, threw off the Perfian yoke; but his 
Pofterity are defcribed by the Turki% Hif- 
torians as Enemies to the Growth of the 
Othman Empire ; nor was their Dominion 
entirely deftroyed till the Reign of Sultan 
Mahomet, who took Conflantinople in the 
year of the Heira 872. 


V. Having fufficiently examined the fa- 
rious opinions of the Writers in general, 
I fhall now proceed to the Sentiments of 
fome particular Authors of Note. The 
firft that occurs is Laonicus Chalcocondy 
a Man not only to be reckoned amor 
the Claffick Authors, but to be deemed a 
very diligent fearcher into the Othman Af- 
fairs. He colleéts the ‘various opinions 
concerning the origin of ‘the, Turks, and 
thus 1 relates them in Kis firft Book.

Some alfo arc pleafed to think that they 
came out of Сг2іо-бугіа and Arabia or Scy- 
thia (perhaps this fhould be Рета) ha- 
ving with them their Lawgiver Omares 
(more truly Omerus,) and at length acqui- 
red the Empire of Afia, living like the 
Nomade. 

After Chalcocondylas had thus fhown the 
vartous opinions of feveral Writers, he in 
the end agrees with them who affirm the 
Turk: to come from the Scythians.

ҮП. After Laonicus, but not of fo ap- 
prov'd credit, comes Jobannes Gaudier, no 
carelefs interpreter of the Turkifb Annals. 
Neverthelefs, he has, as I think, too bold- 
ly afferted for truth what he has taken 
from {оте Тигр Chronicle, concerning 
the Othman Race. In the firft place, he 
fets down iome names very corruptly, and 
fometimes not in their true order, with 
fome inconfiftencies as to times, places, 
names of Nations and particular Меп: 
The firft (fays he) that rul’d the Turks 
was Othman, Son of Erdogrul, Son of Soli- 
man Shab, Son of Cabielpis, Son of Cafulbu- 
ga. Thus far he was right, but then fol- 
low twelve corrupt nfmes {carce to be tra- 
ced in the Тш} Annals. After which, 
he adds that he recites only thefe f&venteen 
Patriarchs of this Race, but that the reft, 
whofe names are unknown to him, might 
in a continued Series be carried--up to 
Japbet Son of Noah. Then he proceeds 
to declare the Origin of the O/bman race, 
and aíferts what is contrary to almoft all 
the opinions, and efpecially to Chalcocon- 
dylas,  Whilt (fays he) the Family oí 
the Oguzians reigned in continual fucceffion 
over the Parthians, they were plain and 
uncivilis’d, but afterwards embracing the 
Mabometan Religion, they made the City 
of Macban the Seat of their refidence. 
When Soliman Sbabus reigned over the 
Parthians, | Oguzians | the famous Fenghiz 
made an irruption into Parthia, and de- 
ftroy'd.

-~ VIIL.Having thus given the Opinions 
of other Hiftorians in this Affair, it re- 
mains now to fhow as clearly as I can, 
the true Origin of this illuftrious Race. 
Soliman Prince of Nera, is by all the Hif-

By thefe, 4s well as by the neighbouring 
People, Soliman was proclaimed by the 
name of Shab, (By the way, Shab in the 
Perfian Tongue із more honorable than 
Chan, and fignifies a Prince to whom the 
Chans are fubject, hence the King of Perfia 
affects the title of Shab, But Chan is the 
fame as a Governor of a Province, and 
much like a Vizir or Ва/фа, who has the 
privilege of three Horfe-Tails.) ^ Whether 
Soliman receiv'd this dignity from his An- 
ceftors, by Hereditary Right, or acquir'd it 
by his own Worth, fince no Hiftorian 
but Chalcocondylas, clearly mentions it, I

IX. Before I proceed, it will: be proper 
to inlarge a little on what has been juft men- 
tion’d, namely, that after Fenghizchan’s ex- 
pedition, and the deftruction of the Perf- 
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an Monarchy, moft of the Satrape, or Go- 
vernors of the Регал Provinces between 
the Euphrates and Mediterranean; made

XIV. Neither was Aladin deceiv'd in his 
expectations of Erdogrul, For having af- 
fign'd him Karajedagy for his Habitation, 
and according to his promife, entrufted 
him with part of his Forces, Erdogru/, by 
his conduct and wifdom, foon vanquifh'd 
the Tartars, and not only freed his afflict- 


ed Kingdom from all its imminent dangers, | 


but alfo fubdu’d other Countries, fubject.

royally rewards Erdogrul, and commits to 
his rule the whole Province of Ancyra, 
At laft, worn out with wars and'old age, 
Erdogrul dies in the year of the Hejsra 680, 
fays Saadi, but occording to Nifbrim, in 
687, whofe Sepulchre in the Town of Su- 
gucbick* is at this day honorably vifired by 
the Mabometans. 


XV. Erdogrul departing this life in the

However, leaft 
his Son's death and his own ficknefs fhould feem to ftifle all. warlike 
thoughts, he fendsan Army under the conduct of Achebeg,* to con- 
quer Dydomothycon. ‘This General approaching the City before he 
was expected, accidentally takes the Governour in the Neigurhood 
of the Place, where he had walk'd for his pleafure. The Governour, 
who was of the race of the Gree& Emperors, impatient of a hard 
Captivity, purchafes his freedom with the furrender of the City. 
Orcban however, mov'd at that time with the intreaties of the Gre- 
cian Prince his Friend, (this was Jobannes Cantacuzenus, who had 
married his daughter to Orcbaz before his acceflion to the Throne) 
reftores the City to its former poffeffors. 


XIII. The illnefs contracted by the death of his Son, continually 
-"teying upon Orcban's old Age, and daily increafing, he died the fame 
year, two months after his Son's misfortune, and was buried in Ma- 
naftyr ov the Monaftery of Prufa (7). He left his Kingdom to his

(7) Manaftyr] There was at Pru- 
fa ot Burfab, a large monaftery, 
(now. turn’d into a Jami or Temple, 
retaining its antient name) in which, 
it is reported, there were in the time 
of the Chriftian Emperors five thou- 
fand Monks. Strange ftories are told 
of thefe Monks by the Turks, in a 
* Book cald Yacobin Madian. A- 
mong the ret, one Story is, that 
thofe Monks from the top of Mount 
Olympus (call’d by the Turks, Kefbifb 
dagy, or the Mountain of the Monks) 
flew thro’ the air over the Propontis 
to the Church of Santa Sophia at 
Conftantinople, and that they eat only 
every feventh day one Olive or Fig. 
If any Chriftian queftions the Truth 
of this Story, a Turk thinks it fuf- 
ficiently prov'd, if he fhows it to be 
written in his Book. For the illi- 
terate among them, believe riothing 
fale can poflibly be recorded in their 
Books. Ae think it foreiga to 


the purpofe to relate here, as an in- 


ftance of this credulity a pleafant 
Story which happen’d at Conftanti- 
nople in my time. In the reign of 
Sultan Muflapba the prefent Empe- 
ror Achmet’s Brother, the Patriarch 
was one Callinicus, who was tolera- 
bly vers'd in the Greek learning, 
and of unblameable morals. Не 
was continually dunn’d by the Proc- 
tors or Meteveli of the Emprefs Va- 
lidas Temple, for the intereft of 
money due to them from the Church. 
The Patriarch, having no money to 
difcharge the debt, defires they would 
grant him a delay till the Monday 
of the following Week. This term 
being expired, the Proctors are with 
him again, and- more urgent for theit 
money. The Patriarch intreating 
for another Week's refpite, 1s thus 
taken up by the fenior Proctor. ** To’ 
* what purpofe (fays he) O Patri-
